There can be no reafon why manu- 
faSturers in any other town in Great Britain 
fhould not follow the fame plan. 
Mechanics are too much inclined tocrowd 
into great towns. This fituation may have 
fome advantages ; but it has Jikewife its dif- 
advantages.

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country have it in their power to poffefs a 
piece of ground ; which indeed moft of them 
do. This not only gives them exercife, 
but enables them to live more comfortably. 
So far at leaft as our obfervation reaches, 
mechanics who five in the country are fax 
more happy than thole in great towns. 
They enjoy better health, live in greaier af- 
fluence, and fellom fail to rear a healthy 
and numtrous offspring. 

In a word, exercife without doors, in one 
fhape or another, is abfolutely neceffary to 
health. Thole who neglect it, though 
they may fer a while drag out life, can
